Sir 
Douglas, who was knighted by King 
George last year in recognition of the 
achievements of his expedition, will de- 
liver an illustrated lecture before the 
Chicago Geographic society at a luncheon 
in the Hotel La Salle, his subject being 
“ Racing with Death in Antarctic Blis-

) Sledging Trip Tragic. | 

The tragic sledging expedition of Sir 
Douglas and his two companions—Lieut, 
B. FE. 8. Ninnis of the Royal Fusiliers 
and Dr. Xavier Mertz of Switzerland— 
has been called the Odyssey of antarctic 
exploration. The party advanced 315 
miles to the eastward: from the base and 
reached a point 2,400 feet above bea level. 

As they were ‘returning, Ninnis with 
the best sledge, half the dogs, and nearly 
all the provisions vanished into a 
crevasse and was never seen again. Then 
‘followed a frightful journey to winter
